TELEMETRY EQUIPMENT - used to monitor a 
patient's activity or heart rhythm - has been installed 
in Carbondale General Hospital's Special Care Unit. 
Patients being monitored with tne battery pack 
equipment are allowed to gradually increase their 
activity level, under the close supervision of cardiac 
care trained nurses.
